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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Applicant's argument that the cited 
reference of Hrusecky fails to disclose the claimed encoder connected to the switch, Examiner disagrees. As indicated in the previous 
Office Actions, the claimed encoder is already disclosed in Figure 1, component 12 of Logan. Therefore, when Logan is modified to 
include the capability of connecting the source directly to the decoder for the reason indicated in the previous Final Office Action, such a 
claimed feature of connecting both the source and the encoder to the decoder would be present in the proposed combination of Logan 
and Hrusecky. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
